ingenuous breaft commiferate the 
pangs of the injured; andfeela no- 
ble refentment,a manity indgnation 
22 
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at the perfidious cruelty of the un‘eel- 
ing deftroyer. Yet thefe mifcreants 
are too often countenanced with that 
{mile, for which honefy and integri- 
tyin vain havelanguifhed. It is too 
true anobdfervation,that arake will 
fooner infinuate himfelf intothe good 
graces of theotherfex, thana youth 
whofe manners evince the reétitude 
and purity of his mind: A libertine, 
adorned with Chefierfeldian graces, 
prefents more Charme to their ima- 
inations, which are commonly 
Frasehe with romantic ideasof excel- 
ency and perfe@tion, than a difcreet 
youth, whofe mind is fiored with fci- 
entific acquifition, and whofe bene- 
volent heart is replete with every 
amiable virtue : tho’ he is furnifhed 
with every tender fentiment, conge- 
nial to his fufceptible bofom, the na- 
tive feat of goodnefs and virtue, 
where they founfh in their greateft 
Juxuriancy, and perfection, yet, if 
deFituteof thefe exteriour graces, 
which adancing mafier might beRow 
upon an Ape, ke will too often meet 
that neglett andfcorn, which ought 
to be profufely Javifhed on a fintcal 
Coxcomb. So long as libertinifm 
does not meet the frowas of the vir- 
tuous, nor thedeftroyer of innocence 
the difefleem of the fair, the feeds of 
debauchery will take deeper root, its 
baneful influence will fpread more 
and more, and produce innumerable 

ernicious confequences to fociety. 
But fhouid the amiable part of tle 
fair refolve to difcountenance licen- 
tioufnefs in every form; to 
{purn from their prefence, and 
punifh with fcorn, the vile wretch, 
who, for a momentary pleafure, bar- 
baroufly pilfers the virtue, and 
blafs the reputation of an innocent 
virgin, we have reafon to believe in- 
fiances of this kind would not be fo 
frequent, Butthe contamination of 
the virtue of the other fex,is not the 
only fatal confequence of the liber- 
tine’s infatiabile thirfl for fenfual plea- 
fures and brutal pratifications. 

T heir pernicious examples, and di- 
abolical endeavours,too.often fucceed 
in deftroying the happinefs of the 
youth of our own fex. The pureft 
princip.es are frequently corrupted, 
by the reiterated attempts of thefe 
wyilanctsto fociety. Like a Gfcinat- 
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ing ferpent, thep at fir& charm ag 
unwary traveller, and then deftroy 
him. By their feeming liberality of 
fentiment, fludied arts of addrefs, 
and {pecious outfide fhew, they pre 
poffefs the unhappy victim in their 
favour; till, by their deteftible infi. ° 
nuations, they flige every generous, 
noble fentiment arifing in his ingenu- 
ous bofom : what pungent remorfe of 
confcience muft one of thefe debau- 
chees feel on a retrofpedt of his crimes, 
and the wretchednefsthey have caufed; 
his mind, difturbed with all the pangs 
of confcious guilt, his body emaciated 
by a continual round of rioting and 
debauchery ; in fucha fituation what 
additional horrors muft he feel when 
arrefted by the King of terrors, and 
fummoned to meet an injured fhade. 
at thetribunal ofan offended God? 
In fine, “* The death bed of a profi- 
gateisnext inhorror to that abyfs 
to which it leacs.”

The votary of Luxury, whofe 
fumptvous tables are covered witiy 
the choiceft dainties, foon becomes 
difgufled with the fame continued 
feries of pleafures. This vitiatedap- 
petite, pampered to excefs, loaths 
what before it eReemed the greateft 
delicacy. The ghaftly train of dif- 
exfes, the concomitants of intempe- 
rance foon overtake him, till at 
length he Imgers out a miferable ex- 
ifience, inthe mo excruciatmg tor- 
tures. 

Luxury ftrikes a fatal blow, tothe 
good of a community, and flakes 
its very foundations. The people 
are thereby acceftomed to a life of 
eifeminacy, eafe, and indolence; 2 
total fubver%on of morality enfues; 
and the whole fabrick of govesament 
at length, totters to its fail. 

Let the rapid growth of Luxury be 
fupprefied, left, lulled ia fatal fecarity, 
we ere long be furprifed with threat- 
ening deRructioan.

artlefs honefly is generally fufficient 
for its condemnation tothe fhades of 
obfcurity, while wealth andartifice 
enfure villainy the propitious fmiles 
of a world. InGnuating mavoers, 
and genteel appearance, with the un- 
diftinguifhing multitade, are power- 
fyl recommendations. Tne pomp 
of parade, the fplendour of equipages 
the brilliancy of drefs, and all the 
tinfel of high life, charm their dazzied 
eyes, and totally obfcure the lefs ra- 
diant glories of modeit merit. And 
amidft this glare of pageantry, merit 
is too frequently unobferved eve by 
the more improved part of mankind, 
whofe fituations in life imay place 
them above dependence, and capa- 
Citate them to invigorate the feeble 
efforts of negleted genius. 


It would be a happy circumflance 
could we penetrate the glittering 
maik, the ragged covering, and ex- 
amine realities ; but fince that is not 
always practicable, perhaps it would 
be impolitic to rail at what we Can- 
not help. 


It is the fmaller part of the world 
who appear genteel and engaging, 
and but a {mall proportion of that 
part, place their fummum bonum in 
their tinfel glitter. So that a genteel 
appearance ferves in general as an in- 
dex to leis confpicuous, but much 
more valuable accomplifhments. It 
is a tacit ceclaration that their edu- 
cation has been good, and that their 
#mprovements have rendered them 
capable of difcharging with honour 
the duties of every relation. 


If appearance had no influence, our 
judgment would lang. be fufpended 
in doubtful uncertainty. Ocular 
examinaliop is always atrended with 
difpatch, But if we wait the deci- 
fion of judgment till a long acquain- 
tance fully difcovers chara@ers, we 
fhould be compleatly involved iv an 
inextricahle labyrinth of the moft 
complicate perplexities. Though 
many may poflefs a profound judg- 
ment joinedtean uncommon flrength 
ef underRanding which may plead 
for refpe® and promotion ; yet as 
their appearance does not recommend 
them, and as their manners obfcure 
their abilties, the world is not te be 
coufuced fox Gisregarding them, 


As rufticity and rudenefs are fa 
very difcordant with the ladies na- 
tural feelings of delicacy and pro. 
priety, graceful manners, and genteel 
addiefs muft be very agreeable to 
them. Influenced by the appearance 
of others, they very naturally con- 
clude that wpon appearance in a great 
meafure depends their own influence. 
Their great defire tod: ffufe pleafure, 
and great tafle for elegance, are pow. 
erful incentives likewife to attend to 
their perfons and manners. And if 
from excefs of defire to pleafe, they 
fhould fometimes miftake fhow for 
elegance, there #8 no reafon why 
they fhould be treated fo liberally 
with the mefi engenerous afperfions, 

View the philofopher, fuperior to 
the trifes of drefs and manners, in- 
cafed in the ftarched robes of rufty 
importance, making exertions to rér 
form a degenerate age! View the 
man of the world, fuperior to the 
{wellings of pedantic pride, eafy, af- 
fable, and tender to the weaknefies 
of humanity, making exertions to 
flrew flowers in the thorny road of 
life! The exertions of the one flow 
from a truly benevolent difpofition, 
while the exertions of the other barf 
from a fupercilious, felfith breaft. 

The good heart fails not to recom- 
mend itfelf by a kind behaviour, 
while envy and pride render every 
a@tion dark and obnoxious. Polite- 
nefs expreffes an amiable foul, but 
rcudenefs, a malignant fpirit.

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Defcription of the famous Salt 
Mines, at WiuisKA, i@ 
POLAND. 


HERE are minesof faltin Hua- 
gary, Catalonia, and many 
other parts of Europe, but the great- 
eft inthe worlcisthat at Wiliika ta 
Poland, from which a great part of 
the continent is fupphed. Wiillifka 
isa {mall town not far from Cracon, 
and the mine has been worked evet 
fince the year 1261, when it wasacci- 
dentally found in digging for a well. 
There are etght openings or defcents 
iniethis mine, fix ia the Geld, and 
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twoin the town itfelf, which are 
moft ufed for letting down the work- 
men,and taking up the falt; the 
others being moftly ufed for letting in 
wood and other neceffaries. 

The openings aie five f{quare, and 
about frur feet wide ; they are lined 
throughout with timber, and at the 
top of each there ts a large wheel with 
arope as thick asacable, by which 
things are let down and drawn up: it 
is worked byahorfe. Whena ftran- 
gerhas the curiofity ta fee thefe works 
he muft defcend by one of thefe holes ; 
he is firft to put On @miner’scoat over 
his cloaths, and then Being led to the 
mouth ofthe hole by a miner, wio 
ferves for a guide, the miner faftensa 
{maller rope to the larger one, and 
ties it about himfelf, he fits inthis, and 
takingthe firanger 0 his Jap, he 
gives the fignto be letdown. When 
{everal go down together, the cuftom 
js, that when the firft is let down 
about three yards, the wheel flops, 
and another miner takes another rope, 
ties himfelt, takes anotner in his lap, 
zod defcends alsout three yards fur 
ther; the wheel thea flops far ano- 
ther pair, and fo on ti!l te whoe 


company arefeated, then the wheel — 


isagain worked, and the whole ftring 
of adventurers are let down togethiér, 
Itisno uncommon thing for forty 
perple to go down in this manner, 
When the wheel is finally fet a gong 
it never fiops till they are ail down ; 
but the defcent is very flow and gra- 
cual, and it isa very uncomfortable 
time, while they all recollect that 
their lives depend upon the goodnefs 
ofthe rope, ‘They are carried down 
anarrow and dark weilto he depth 
of fix huodred teet perpendicular, 
this isin reality an immenfe depth, 
but the ‘error and tedioufnefs of the 
de/cent makes it appear co moft peo 
ple vaftly more than it is. As foon 
asthe fifi miner touches the ground 
at the bortom, he tlips out of rhe rope 
and fets his companion upon his legs, 
and the rope continues defcending 
dill all the reft do the fame. 

The p'ace vahere they are fet down 
here is perfeétly dark, but the miners 
Rrike fre and light a (mall lamp, by 
Beans of which (each taking the 
“ranger be has careof by the arm) 
they ead them throrgh a number of 
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ftrange paffages and meanders, alf 
defcending lower and lower, till they 
come to cei taia ladders by which they 
defcend au immenfe depth, and this 
through paffiges perfectly dark. The 
damp, cold, and darknefs of thefe 
places, and the horror of being fo 
miny yards under ground, generally 
makes firangers heartily repent before 
they get thus far ; but when at bot- 
tom they are well rewarded for their 
pains, by a fight that could never 
have been expetted after fo much 
horror. 

At the bottom of the laft ladder the 
ftranger is received in a fmall dark 
cavern, walled up perfeAly clofe on 
all fides. Toincreafe the terror of 
te fcene, it is ufval forthe guide ta 
pretend the utmoft terror on the ap- 
prehenfion of his lamp gorng out, de- 
claring they muft perifhin the mazes 
ofthe mine ifit did. When arrived 
i) this Greary Chamber, he puts out 
his hpht, asif by accident, and after 
much cant,catches the ftranger by the 
han tand drag: him through a narrow 
creek into the hody of the mine, 
whenthereburfls at once upon his 
view, a world, the luftre of which is 
fcarce to be imagined. Itisa fpa- 
cious piain,containing a whole people, 
a kind of fubterraneous republic, 
with houfes, carriages, roads, &c. 
This is wholly fcooped out of one vaft 
bed of fait, whichisalla hard rock, 
as bright and glitter.ng as cry ftal, and 
the whole (pace before him is formed 
of lofty arched vaults, fupported by 
columns of falt, and roofed and floor- 
ed with the fame, fo thatthecolumns, 
and indeed the whole fabric, feems 
compofed of the pureft cry ftal. 

Tuey have many public lights in 
this place continuatly burning for the 
general ufe, and the blaze of thofe 
refieted from every part of t*e mine, 
gives a more glittering profpect thar 
any thing above ground can poffibly 
exhibit. Were thisthe whole beau- 
ty of the fpot it were fuffic'ent to at- 
tra& our wonder; but this is but a 
fmall part. Thefale (though gene- 
rally clear and bright as cryftal) is in 
fome piaces tinged with all the colours 
of precious flones, as biue, yellow, 
purple, and green ; thereare nume- 


rous columns wholly compofed of 


thefe kinds, and they logk like maffes 
ef 
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102 4 Letter from a bf 
ef rubies, emeralds, amethyfis, 194 
fapphires, darting a radiance which 
the eye can hardly bear, and whicn 
has given many people occafion to 
compare ittothe fuppofed migifi- 
cence of heaven. 

Befides the variety of forms of thefe 
vaults, tables, arches, and columns, 
which are foimed as theyd 2 ow the 
falt for the purpofe of keeping up the 
roof, there are vait var.ety of ofiliers, 
grotefque and finely figured, the work 
of nature, and thefe are gencrally 
of the pureft and brightef fait. 

The roofs of the arches are in many 
places full of falt, hanging pendant 
fromthe top inthe form of icicles, 
and having all the hues and colours 
of the rainbow ; the walks arecover- 
ed with various Congelations of the 
$§ame kind, and the very floors, when 
mot too much trodden and bartered, 
are covered with globules of the fame 
fort of beautiful materials. 

In various parts of this fpacious 
plain fland the huts of the miners and 
families, fome flanding fingle and 
ethers in Clufterslike villager. They 
have very little communication with 
the world above ground, and many 
hundreds of people are born and live 
all therr lives here. 

Through the midft of this plain 
lies the greatroadto zhe mouth of 
the mine. This road is always &lled 
with carriagestoaded with mafies of 
falt out of tne farther part of tie 
mine, andcarrying them tothe place 
wherethe rope belonging to the 
wheel receives them: the drivers 
of thefe carriagesare ajl merry and 
§aging, and the fair looks lize a load 
of gems. Fhe horfes kept here area 
very great number, arnat whea ogce 
fet down, they never fee the day hight 
apiin; burt fome of the men take, [re- 
quent oceafions of going up aad 
breathing thefrefhar. The initra- 
ments principally uled by the minecs 
nre pickaxes, hammers, and chiflels ; 
with thefe they dig out tne fait im 
forms of huge cylinders, each of ma- 
ay huadred weight. This is fouad 
she moik Convenrent method of pt eines 
them out of the mine, and as foon as 
got above ground, they are broxen 
anto (mailer sieces, and featcto the 
i's where they are ground to oow- 
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frequently cut into toys, and often 
paties for real cryfial. This hard 
kind makes a great partof the floor 
of the mie, and whatis moft {urpriz- 
ingofallia the whole place is, thaf 
there ruas copflautly over this, and 
through a large part of the snine, a 
fpring of fiefh waters, fufficient to fup- 
ply the mphabitants andtheir horfes, 
fo that they neednot have any from 
aboveground. The horfes ufually 
grow blind after they have been fome 
little time in the mine, but they do 
as well for fervice afterwards as be- 
fore. After admiriaz the wonders of 
this amaziag p'ace,it is no very com- 
fortable remembrance to the flranger, 
that he is to go back again through 
the fame difmal way hecame, and in- 
deed the journey is not much _ better 
than the profpect ; the only means of 
geting up is by the rope, and little 
more ceremony is ufed in the journey 
than in the drawing upof a piece of 
falt.

What will you do, pappa, with 
this faffafras, when we nave already 
fo many in ocr fields and hedges? 
Mamma will laugh at you, when I 
tell her what trouble yon take about 
it. No, no, my daughter, fhe will 
not laugh, I can affure you ; it is for 
youTam working --do not go, and 
you fhail fee to what purpofe I def- 
tine this prote@ing fhrub. I car- 
ried it where the two principal wal!s 
in my garden interfeet each other, 
there I called all my family, for I 
wifhed every one to affilt---in one 
inflant a hole was dug, and the tree 
p'aated ; as foon ascompleated,come, 
f:ys Ito my daughter, taking her 
in my arms, liffen attentively to what 
thy father fhall tell thee. To thee 
particularily I addrefs myfelf, en- 
grave deeply my words on thy little 
heart, that thou mayeft 1:emem- 
ber then’ thy life time. Liffen-.-I 
have tranfplanted thofe two e¢rees 
where thou now feeft them, tiat they 
may bea living monument of my 
love forthee! May they again take 
root, nextipring, and flourifh more 
than ever. Thou feef this faffafras, 
bearing this young vine, it is animage 
ofthy father, who has fo often feat- 
ed thee on his pbough, it is me wiio 
have fo often carried thee to fchool, 
and where thou wifhed to go, and who 
now fo often places theeon my knee; 
thou feeft this young vine, whofe 
trunk and branches are fo happily 
fupported by the fafiafras, it is thee 
my daughter, it is thee when thou 
embraceft me, when thou telleft me 
that thou loveft me, when thou twin- 
eithine arms around my neck, as 
the vine extends its curling tendrils, 
and like thee attaches itfelf by an in- 
finity of little ties to its friend and 
proteftor. Obferve my Fanny how 
they both draw their nourifhment 
from the fame foil and the fame {pot, 
heaven cannot fhed its dew on one 
without the other ; their union com- 
menced from their very root, which 
thou haft feen is interming!ed, it in- 
Creafed as they grew, from the root, 
it extended to the trunk, from the 
trunk to the branches; next fum- 
mer fhalt thou fee their leaves flou- 
rith and their fruits totally mixed. 

Then will the perfume of the vine, 
united with the aromatic odour of 
the (aflafras, become a more firixing 
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em!em of our whion, and our indif- 
foluble love, it will terminate only aé 
our deaths! as this mingled fragrance 
wil! ceafe oniy wien evaporated, fuch 
is the fubject which each returning 
{pring will prefent to thy meditation. 

When I fhali be no more, andthoa 
fhalt be miftrefs of this plantation, 
thus wilt thou fay to thy friends, thy 
neighbours and thy childrea---“* My 
father planted this tree the gth of 
Oxtuber 1774, he confecrated it, im 
prefence of my mother and my two 
brothers, as 2 monument of his pa- 
ternal friendfhip for me, he called it 
FanNy’s Tree ! it was a favourite 
fentiment of his heart. I was with 
him the woods, bufied with liften- 
ing to hisinftractions,when by chance 
he difcovered this faffafras and this 
vine, now fo large and lofty.---Here 
my daughter, fays he to me, as this 
young faflafras fupports this feeble. 
vine, fo have I cherifhed and fup- 
ported thee from thy moft tendeg 
infancy; asthis vine would forever 
have crept in the barren ground, fo 
fhould I have been a woman ill edu- 
cated and void of infilre@ion, with- 
out his daily attention and the care 
he beftowed on my learning. May- 
efl thou, continued he, grow and 
fiounfh, beneath paternal funfhine, 
as thefe ‘plants will increafe and 
thrive :0 their new fituation.” Such 
will then be thy language to thy 
friends, wilt thou remember perfe@ly 
what now paffes ? O yes! pappa, I 
fhail never forget what I have juft 
feen, what you have juft told me. 
She fealed her promifes with her 
tears, with which I could not refrain 
from mingliog mine, they were the 
moft delightful I have fhed for many 
years ! 

The anniverfary of this little event 
has ever fince been regularly cele- 
brated, not only by the remembrance 
and minute relation of every circum- 
flance which accompanied, but bya 
little gay, though fimple feafl, which 
fhe gives to her neigiibours. Our 
entertainments are (as you know) al- 
Ways accompanied with Cancingy 
through the whole year ; I partake of 
none with more fatisfaGtion. Our 
good negro December, who has Jon 
left off working, fiill poffeffes fae 
ficient fkill to fet us a Capering to his 
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mufic ; he takes pleafure in telling 
Our neighbours, who come to otr 
frolick, all the little circumftances of 
this ation, he forgets not the plea- 
fure he bore init, by helping meto 
dig up and tranfplane the (aifafras, 
and my daughter loves him the bet. 
terfor it; he reckons wien fhe thall 
be married, to divide in two equal 
parts, and to pafs fix months of tie 
year with her. It is true, faysne, 
Scan do nothing, but no megrocan 
tell better how things fhould be done, 
and old December’s advice may 
fometimes be ufeful to my mafter’s 
daughter, when a wife, as my care 
was, when in her ch'ldhood I carried 
her into the field, wrapt in my rid og 
Coat, and put her to fleep at the foot 
of a tree, whilft I was at work, on! 
Zloved her as if fhe had been a little 
negro giri. 

Will you excufe the frivoloufnefs 
of this little talk? I know it 1s :nfig 
pificant, it can only interett a father, 
and you are notone, Shatl [tell you 
the truth? whilft I repeat to you tnofe 
happy minutes, I torget for amo 
ment the misfortunes to which the 
war has condemned me, this pleafing 
remembrance {wells and agitates my 
heart, and even inthe midt of the 
ftorm which furrounds me, } find my 
only cenfolation in tracing toyou a 
ight fketeh of thofe happy days 
which are now no more!

As it is a part of the defign of 
your Magazine to aiffemi- 
nate ufeful Knowledge, and 
polite Literature, I prejume 
tbat an abridgment of 
Holmes’s Evements of Ora- 
tory, or Rhetorick made Ea- 
Sy, will not be unaccepta- 
Lie to you ; it is principally de- 
Signed for the ufe of the fair 
Sex, whoare not commonly 
in the way of this part of 
education, aud many of whom 
want nothing but the lafi po- 
ki/b, to giveikem a pre-emi- 
nence among the fine writers. 

L herewith fend you the Firft 
Part, as a fpecimen, if ik 
foould be approved of ly 
your readirs, you fhall foon 
Lave the remainder. 

HE TORIC is the art of {peaking 
or writing well and ornamen- 
tally on any fubject. 

It’s principal end is to infirud, 
perfuade, and pleafe. 

It’s chief office is to feek what may 
be mofi conducive to perfuafion. 

The fubje@& it treats on is any 
thing whatever, whetber it be mo- 
ral. philofophical, or divine. 

The parts it confifls of are four, 
viz. Invention, difpofition, €locution, 
and pronunciation. 

Becaufe all that an orator has to 
do is, to invent proper arguments; 
to difpofe of them in a right method ; 
to adorn them with beautiful tropes, 
figures, and fine turns ; and to pro- 
nounce them with the ornaments of 
utterance and ation. 

Of Invention, or, the finding out 
proper arguments to inftrudt, per- 
fuade, or move. 

Invention is the finding out fuch 


proper arguments as are fuitable, ac- 


cording to the nature of the fubject, 
10 











fo taRrutt, perfuade, or move our 
auditors to believe us. 

All arguments are grounded on, 
and therefore to be fought for from, 
reafons, morals, or affettions. 

Reafons are to inform the judg- 
ment, orinflru@ ; morals to procure 
favour, or perfuade ; and affettions 
to move the paffions, or pleafe. 

Of arguments from reafon. 

Arguments from reafon are either 
artihcia! or imartificial. 

J. Artncial rational arguments are 
fucii as are found out by the leara- 
ing and fkill of the orator, and dif- 
fer according tothe topic in hand. 

There are three forts of topics, de- 
monftrative,deliberative and jurid.cial. 

I. A demonftrative topic ts, wien 
we {peak in praife or diipraife of any 
perfon, deed, or thing. 1. Oj a per- 
fon ; as when from his education, 
eloquence, learniig, wifdom, virtue, 
riches, dignities, authority, &c. we 
praife Cicero ; or, from the contrary, 
difpraife Catiline. 2 Of a deed ; as, 
when from the juftice, honour, cou- 
rage, time, place, manner, &c. of the 
fact, we extol the voluntary return 
of Regulus to his enemies ; or, from 
the contrary, vituperaie the felf- 
murder of Cato at Utica. 3. Ofa 
thing ; as, when, from it’s tmpor- 
tance, reafonablenefs, ufefulnefs, &c. 
we praife virtue; or, from the con- 
trary, difpraife vice. In which fto- 
pic, you may perceive, moft of the 
arguments are taken from what we 
call honourable or difhonourable. 

Il. A deliberative topic is when, 
from the advantage ordifadvantage of 
a thing, we either perfuade or dif- 
fuade; as, when, from the fafety, 
profit, and pleafure of it, we per- 
fuade to peace ;or,from the contrary, 
difiuade from war. . 

JIi. A juridicial topic is when we 
either accufe or defend. has Milo, 
having killed Clodius, is accufed by 
Clodius’ friends, but defended by 
Cicero. In which cafe thearguments 
differ, according to the Rating of it. 
Now--- 

The ftating of a cafe is the iffue it 
is brought to from the accufer’s com- 
plaint and the accufed’s defence. 
Thus, lo was accufed for killing 
Clodius ; Milo confeffed he killed 
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him, but faid he did it july. Now 
the flating of the cafe here is, Whether 
Milo killed Clodius juftly or unjuftly? 

A cafe may be flated four ways, 
viz. conjetiural, finitive, in quality, 
in quantity. 

«. Acafeis conjetural, when itis 
inquired whether the thing was done 
Or 0,48, whether Miic kilied Clodius? 

2. Acafe is finitive, when we in- 
quire intothe name, nature, and de- 
finition of tie crime ; as, I own [ 
took it, but I did not commit theft. 
W here theft muft be defined, &c. 

3. A cafe in quality is, where we 
inquire :: what manner a fa@ was 
done; as, ilo killed Ciodius, but 
he did it jufliy. Sere we muff in- 
Guire :nto the circumftances, and 
prove from law whit inthis cale may 
be deemed juft or unjuf. 

4. A cafe in quantity is, when we 
inquire into the greatnefs or {mall- 
nefs of acrime; as, though it is piain 
it's a crime, yet it is denied to bea 
great crime. Here we amplify or 
diminifh ; and by confidering how 
the fa@ was circumftanced by time, 
place, words, and a@tions, inquiring 
wio? what ? where? by whofe help2® 
why? how? when? and comparing 
things with things, we determine what 
May be deemed great or little. 

If. Inartifcial rational arguments 
are fuch as arife from without, and 
not from the thing itfelf: fuch as 
teflimonies, evidence, &c. 

Of Arguments from Morals. 

By moral arguments or arguments 
from morals is meant, that the ora- 
tor or fpeaker fhould well confider, 
of what, before whom, and for whom 
he fpeaks. 1. In regard to hisowa 
morals, that he himfelf may appear 
honeft, prudent, impartial, benevo- 
lent, &c. 2. In refpe& to the morals 
of the judges, audience, or perfons, 
he would perfuade : that the thing 
perfuaded may alfo appear honour- 
able, juft, and ferviceable, &c. 

Of Arguments from the AffeGi- 
ons or Paffions. 

By arguments from the affeGions 
or paffions is meant, that he who 
would gain his point in peérfuafion, 
muft endeavour thoroughly to un- 
derfland the frame of human nature, 
and thereby work upon thofe af- 
OQ feGtions 
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feftions which God has piaced in hu- 
man minds as fecret {prings toall our 
actions. 

The affections or paffions are cer- 
tain emotions of the fou! accompani- 
ec either with pleafure or pain. 

The four chief pafions are ; joy, 
in refpect to fome prefent good ; 
hope, in refpect to fome future good ; 
griet,in ret(pect to fome prefeat evil ; 
und fear, 10 refpetito fome future 
evil. 

To thefe may be added, anger 
lenity, modelty, impucence, love,, 
hatred, maine, envy, Compailion, 
and emulatiou, &c.

have now defcribed, cannot in either 
fex, be confidered as fhameful or dif- 
honourable ; yet the great author of 
nature, throughout the wide extent 
of his animated works,appears to have 
piaced the privilege of declaring in 
the male, and that of refufing in the 
fema'e. Among the moft favace 
brute animals, this privilege of the fe- 
male is feidom infringed, but among 
human favages it is totaliy taken from 
her; fheis neither left at liberty to 
judge for herfelf nor refufe the huf- 
band whom her father or other re- 
lations appoint for her. 

Though it is prefumable, that the 
mutual incl:nation of the fexes to 
each other, is nearly equal in each ; 
yet as we commonly fee the declara- 
tioncf that inclination made by che 
meno, let us enquire, whether this is 
the effett of cuflom, or of nature? 
if what we juft now obferved be a 
general fatt, that males of all animals 
fir difcover their paffion to the fe+ 
maies; then it will follow, that this 
is the effect of nature. But,if, on the 
contrary, it be true, as fome travel- 
lers afirm, that, in feveral favage 
Countiies,the women not enly declare 
their paflions with as much eafe and 
freedom as the men, but alfo 
frequently endeavour to force the 
mento the:r embraces, then it will 
feem to be the effeA of cufiom. Cuf- 
tom, however, that whimfical and 
Capricious tyrant of the mind, feldom 
arifes out of nothing: and in cafes 
were nature 1s concerned, frequent- 
ly has saturefor ber pains. Allow- 
ing then that it is cufom; which 
through a long fucceffion of ages has, 
in Europe, and many other parts of 
the world, placed the right of afking 
i men: yet that very cuftom, in 
our opinion, may fairly be traced 
to wature; for nature it is plain, has 
made men more bold and intrepid 
than women,lefs fufceptible of fhame, 
and better fitted for almoft all the 
adiive fcenes of life. It is therefore 
higily prababie, that, confcious of 
thefe qualities, he at fir affumed the 
right of afking ; a right to which cuf- 
tom hasat length given him a kind 
of exciufive privilege.

Proceedings of the General 


Court. 


ONE of the firft objeftc of the late 
Seffion of the General Court was the 
forming of anew valuation of the 
feveral towns in the Commonwealth, 
Fhe change of property cccafioned in 
many places by tiie peace, togeiher 
with the diflike which generally at- 
tends the valuation cf the time being, 
had mace this meafure highly expe- 
dient. Real or fuppofed inequalities 
had alfo greatly impeded the grant of 
the lei tax, and no further afieff- 
ments could bereafonably expetied 
till thefe were removed. The re- 
turns as ufual, were committed, with 
inftruGions however fomew hat ciifer- 
ent from the general practice. The 
relative value of counties was not as 
heretofore to be firft-afcertained, but 
the towns were tobe taken up inan 
alphabetical arrangement, or the fhire 
town firfi, and afterwards the other 
towns of any county according to 
their local fitvation. Notwithiand- 
ing great exertions were uled on the 
partofthe committee, to bring this 
bufinefs of a valuation in a perfeét 
fiate before the Court, it was found 
to beimpradticable, and was fiaaily 
referred to another year. 

Fhe doubtful ftate of the impott 
daty which was granted to Congrefs, 
was a “wbject of ferious conjefure 
without doors: nordidit efcape the 
notice of fome members of tiie lower 
houfe. Impreffed with the neceffity 
of this meafure, which the concurrence 
of tweive States in the union had 
fanfiioned, they felt too folicitous 
for its fuccefs,to remain idle fpe&a- 
tors.of the delays that it received in 
a neighbouring Goverpment. They 
accordingly introduceda bill for lay- 
ing a duty of twenty five per centum, 
on all goods that fhould be imported 
from any State which had not adopt- 
ed this grant to the confederacy. 
The feverity of fuchabill did not 
failto alarm many gentlemen. They 
thought it a diredt breach of the cons 
federation, and fhouldnot the other 
States take a fimilar flep, the blow 


wouldy¥fall upon our own heads, by. 
our beiug the only State preciaded 
from thie Commerce of Rhode Ifland. 
Neverthelefs a fenfe of the neceflity 
of paying the Continental debt, 
which it was thought the impoft was 
beit calculated to do, prevailed fo 
far asto Carry the,bill through the 
lower houfe, where however it never 
returned totake the forceof an ad. 
Tie advocates for the Congreffional 
duty, notwithflanding, did not give 
over their attempts to enforce it, 
but fupported a further meafureia 
aid of the fame objed, as will prefent- 
ly appear. 

Perhaps for reafons above Rated, 
No motion was made fora dry tax, 
but a committee was raifed to confi- 
der genesally of ways and means to 
fupply the treafury. Their report 
confilted of two meafures, the one, 
a bill impofing duties upon licenced 
vellum, parchment, and paper ; the 
other a bill granting an impoft duty of 
$s per cent to the United States to be 
in force whenever twelve States in the 
union fhouid agree to it; and grant- 
ing hkewife an annual tax of 224, 427 
dollars, being this State’s proportion 
of the remainder due forthe intereft 
of the public debt, after deduing 
the proceeds of the impefi, for the 
term of twenty five years, agreeably 
to the recommendations of me 
of April 18, 1783. 

The paffiug of a Stamp A& wae 
found to be one of the moft difficult 
meafures that could have occurred. 
The weight of the duties was not ex- 
ceflive, nor the mode of colleGion 
infeafible. The right of levying the 
tax was Conflitutional,and excifes had 
been founc to be an eafy mode of raif- 
ing a revenue, But it was the mea- 
fure that Britain had adopted to exer- 
cife ber pretended right of taxation ; 
in her hands it had been polluted,and 
it was feared, that the name had be- 
come too infamous to allow that cre- 
dit to it’s principles which perhaps 
they in fa&t deferved. Such was faid 
to be the prejudices of the people & 
Under thefe circumftances, many 
members were for referring it tothe 
opinion of their conflituents, previ- 
ousto its completion. But others 
oppofed this ftep as the effect of a ti- 
Mmidity unworthy of Legiflators, 
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They fuppofed that they weve fent 
there to make laws, and not to pro- 
pofe them; that they had many 
means of information that the people 
could not have, and it was therefore 
abfurd to fuppofe that thefe could be 
adequate judges of a meafure which 
the Legiftature were unable to ceter- 
mine. They weltrecolle€ted the un- 
popularity of the excife laws at their 
beginning, which had now become a 
favoerite tax with the people. Ee- 
fides, the very propoftng of the quef- 
tion would imply a diftruft of the bill, 
that, in all probability, would 
be decifive againft it. The difficul- 
ties attending the bufinefs were not 
confined tothis point: the eftablifh- 
ing of the ctutied articles and the rates 
of payment, was alfo greatly embar- 
raffed. The jealoufy between the 
commercial and landed iatereft, con- 
tributed nota little to this. A jea- 
toufy ever to be lamented, and which 
we will venture to fay is equally in- 
furious to both interefte when well 
underftood. The bill, neverthelefe, 
was held up by a {mall, though a firm 
majority. - And having been conteft- 
ed in every Rage, was now fuffered to 
refi on the table, while the houfe 
turned their attention to the fecond 
partof the report of the committee 
of waysand means. This confifted of 
two.objects, the one, a grant of anim- 
poR duty to the United States by 
twelve Statesin the union; the other, 
a drytax for the fum afore men- 
tioned for the fpace of twenty five 
years, n orderto difcharge the national 
debt. The merits of the former fubje& 
had been fargely taken up in the bill 
already defcribed, for taxing articles 
*m ported from States which were de- 
Hinquent in a like meafure, and paffed 
without oppofition: but the latter 
fubje& met with avery different de- 
cifon. Whether it were from an 
idea that the impoft duty alone would 
bea fufficient finking fund for the 
ufe of the union, though it was not 
calculated at more than 1000,000 of 
dollars annually, or whether the diffi- 
culties of raifing monies by adry tax, 
impreffed the houfe with a fronger 
idea of the magnitude of the-granr, 
cerrain it ts, that the latter part of 
this report was rejefed by a nume- 
Tous Mejcrity; while tne former, 


though founded on the fame recom- 
mendation of Congrefs, and forming 
a parfof the fame fyfiem, was adopt- 
ed without a divifion. Thus partial- 
ly accepted, the bill was transferred 

to the feiate, but did not gain their 

concurrence. The rigour with which 

this bill was handled, however, in alt 

probability, laid the foundation of 2 

better fortuneforthe ftamp bill. It 

was mow confidently afferted, that 

gentlemen could not fit ftill, and with 

an inflexible obRinacy reje& every 

means that were offered for the raif- 

ing of monies. Hf our creditors in 

Europe and at home, were to be 

Genied their demands, ftill the civil 

lift furely were not to be ftarved. 
In the prefent flate of things, fo trif- 
ling were the proceeds of the land 
tax, that without further refources, 

laws could neither be made nor exe- 

cuted: apdto withhold the grant was, 
in fa&, to flop the wheels of govern- 
ment. From whatever motives it 
might have arifen, the bill now gain- 

ed additional fupporters. and was Car- 
ried to the fenate for their concuz- 
rence. After fome alterations in the 
rates of the tax on feveral articles, it 

was finally agreed to by all branches 
of government, and is now become 
an a&. 

The queftion relative to the confii- 
tutionality of the two branches of the 
General Court, filling up the vacan- 
cies im the council, where a member, 
who has accepted his appointment, 
dies or refigns, as flated in our num- 
ber of OScber laft,was determined in 
favour of the lower houfe, and ele&i- 
ons were made for that purpofe ac- 
cordingly. 

Among the memorable events of 
this fefiion may be reckoned the grant 
of Charlefown Ferry,during the term 
of forty years, to the proprietors of 
the bridge, propofed to be built over 
the river inthat place. A meafare af- 
feéting fo material an alteration in the 
value of eftates, could not be fuppof- 
€d to pafs without oppofition. Great 
efforts were madeto throw the bridge 
over the river from Barton’s point 
in Bofton, to Lechmere’s point on the 
oppofite fhore. But alter accurately 
furveying the roads and founding the 
river, government were decidedly in 
favour of the former paffsge. One 

; goad 
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good effect that will arife from this 
-decifion, and which pofiib!y had fome 
weight in bringing it about, is, that 
the unfortunate’ inhabitants of 
Charleftown will receive a benifit,that 
may ferve, in fome degree, to wipe 
away the recolle€tion of their fuffer- 
ings in the war. 

The bill making an addition to the 
Salaries of the Juftices of the Su- 
preme Judicial Court, pafied at this 
fetting, with a limitation as to time. 

The Gentleman appointed at the 
Jafi fetting toexamine into the title of 
the Penobfcot tribe of Indians totheir 
lands, reported that thofe Indians had 
originally obtained a right to their 
Jands by poffeffion; that they had 
fided with France in the war of 1765, 
and by the event of that contef had 
forfeited this right to the Provinee of 
Maflachofetts Bay ; that in 1759 they 
acknowledged their rebellion; and 
in confideration of that fubmiffion Go- 
vernour Pownai granted them the 
right of hunting and fifhing along the 
River Penobfcot; that in the year 
1775 the General Court paffed a re- 
folve declarative of their inteation 
not to injure the right they then held, 
and forbad trefpafieson their Jands. 
The Committee was upon the whole 
of opinion, that their right to the 
lands had been forfeited, and that the 
Refolve of 1775 had not reflored them 
toany thing more than what was 
given themin 1759, which was only 
the right of hunting and fifhing: that 
it was inexpedient, nor did equrty re- 
quire, thata tra& of country of r2 
miles in breadth and 100 miles in 
length, and of the choiceft quality, 
fhould be now kept open for the ufe 
of about 25 families, and thofe daily 
diminifaing ; that notwithfanding, as 
it would be hard to diveft them of the 
means of fubfifience, meafures ought 
tobe taken for confning them to 
fuch a proportion of foil as might be 
feficient forthe purpofes of agricul- 
ture. This propofition met the ideas 
of goveroment, and commiffioners 
were accordingly appointed to effel .t 
by fair and jenient means. 

Frora the important ftation which 
the affairs of the abfentees have ever 
held in the eye of government, our 
readers may expect fome decifive 
Proceedings upon that fubjatt, but the 


queftion which was propofed to Coa- 
grefs relative totheir eflates, has not 
yer been aed on,and therefore no 
other flep covld be faken than the 
Continuing of the order relative to 
making up judgmeot for intereft on 
their debts. Astotheir perfons, their 
licences are again revived till the 
feeond Wednefday of the next feffion. 
All poffible preparation has been 
made for trying the right of the Com- 
mornwealth to lands weft of New- 
York, before the Foderal Court. 
Four thoufand five hundred pounds 
were granted for that fervice ; four 
agents were appointed ; and all other 
encouragement given tothe bofinefs 
that it was inthe power of the Court 
to beftow on fointerefting an affair. 
In recounting the proceedings of 
the late Seffion, we meet with a pro- 
pofal, which, however inadequate ic 
may appear to effect its defigned ob- 
jet, claims our notice from the bene- 
volence of its principles. This was 
a draught of a letter of inftru@ions 
to the delegates in Congre(s, wherein 
they-were direfted to move that bo- 
dy, to ufe their influence at the courts 


of Europe, to eftablifh fome mode of | 


deciding national differences, other 
than that of war, which had been fo 
long the fcourge and difgrace of man- 
kind. If the attempt fhould prove 
ineficacious, the letter obfer ved, fuch 
an exertion, though fruitlefs, would 
be confidered asan offering of grati- 
tude to the great Governour of the 
univerfe, who had granted fo many 
fignal favours to the people of Ame- 
rica. The delegates were inftruted, 
if it carried no inconfifency with the 
ufage of Congrefs, to caufe the letter 
to be entered on their journals, asa 
perpetual memento to their fucceffors, 
to improve any opening for effe@inz 
this defirable purpofe. When we 
confider the philanthropy of this mo- 
tion, every man of feeling muftla- 
ment, that the country in which it 
originates, has not greater means of 
enforcing it abroad ; and muft be led 
to hope, that the fame difpofition 
may continue when Providence may 
enlarge her powers aod her influence. 
Whether it were from defpair of ef- 
fe&ting the end in view, or from a fear 
of appearing to intermeddle with the 
prefent critical fituation of the pow- 
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ers in Evrope, the iower houfe 
thought properto withhold rheir af. 
fent tothe propofition, until further 
attention could be paid to the fubjea.

is the frit moment, Gentlemen, that 
my heaith has enabled me to accom- 
plith thofe views; and the tafk which 

I have mow before me is truly deli- 

cate and arduous. I meet you to 

refign the Chair of Government, to 


-~which, by the kind fuffrages of my 


countrymen, I have for fome years 
been raifed---to thank you andthem 
for every inflance of their kind par- 
tiality towards me, aod to exprefs the 
warm wifhes of my heart for the 
pro(perity and welfare of this Com- 
monwealth and the other United 
States of America. 

Born in a country of freemen, and 
educated in the pureft principles of 
civilliberty, from my earlieft youth 
} have fele myfelf interefed in the 
welfareot my Country 3; whea her 





rights were invaded by a formidable 
enemy, [could not but efpoufe her 
caufe, aod chearfully hazard my lit- 
tle all in fopporting it. My utmot 
aid, feeble as it was, I gave to her 
friends; andno man rejoiced more 
fiacerely whea fhe was emancipated 
from her chains, and took the rank 
which fhe deferved among the nati- 
ons of the earth. Called by my 
countrymento fill fome of the mof 
important offices ia their gift, and at 
acrifis when their all was at flake, 
my heart has often trembled when I 
reflected upon the burthen which{ 
fuftained. Iknew that my abilities 
were not equal to the tafk, but my 
con(cience ever teftified that I meant 
uprightly to perform my duty. My 
country will judge how far I fucceed- 
ed,and though juftice may compel 
them to ceafure me, I perfuade my- 
felf their-candour will acquit my in- 
tentions. Pardon me, gentlemen, 
for faying thus much ; it may appear 
a degree of vanity; but I could not 
take my leave of you, without declar- 
ing to you and the world, that I ever 
loved my country with a warmth of 
affetion which Icannet expreis, and 
that in atl my condu& I meant to 
ferve her beft interefts. 

Happy am I that my health per- 
mi:ted me tocontinue in your fervice 
till the late war came-to a period ;. 
and my heart warms when If recol- 
le& the prefent agreeable fituation of 
my native land.---Bteffed with the 
freef and bef conftitution of govern- 
ment, at peace among ourfelves, and 
re{peQable in the view of foreign nati- 
ons, we are difftinguifhed above others 
by the favour of heaven.---Andit 
muft be owing to ourfelvesif we are 
prevented from enjoying the highef 
degree of political happinefs. Letit 
be our conftant folicitude,zeatlemen, 
to avoid every abufe of our I:berty, 
and to improve and defend the pub- 
lick bleffingsindulged us, with qil- 
dom, firmne(s and integrity. 

f am happy, likewife, in leaving 
the government of this Common- 
wealth ina Mate fo little divided, and 
with fuch profpeGs of future peace 
and profperity. It would havegiven 
me pleafure had providence permitted 
me to contribute to thefe valuable 
eadsin tae publick fation which the 
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«indnefsof my friends had alotted 
me. Nothing but, an apprehenfion 
of my inability to perform the duties 
of an office fo important, and thus of 
impeding the publick happinefs, 
could have induced metowifh a re- 
fief from the fatiguesof government, 
and permiffion toreturn toa private 
fation. It gives me pleafure, howe- 
ver, tolfeavethe Chair in the nands 
ofa Gentieman whofe integrity and 
abilines quakfy him for the &rft o1h- 
ces of his country, and entitle him to 
the good will of ail its friends. 

Permit me now, Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, Gentlemen of the Council, Mr. 
Prefident andGentlemen of theSenate, 
Mr. Speaker ana Gentlemen of the 
Houfe of Reprefentatives, permit me 
tothank you individually, to thank 
the people whom you fo worthily go- 
vern, for all the publick honors which 
they have beftowed upon me, and for 
allthefupport and affifance which 
you have given me in performing the 
duties of my office. When I look 
around me and difcernthe men who 
have fhared the dangers ef tie late ar- 
duous revolution ; when I recolle@ 
themany inftances of fupport, of 
kindnefs and civility, which in the 
days of our diitrefs, and in more hap- 
py periods,] have received from them, 
my heart is affe@ed, and I cannot ex- 
prefsmy feelings. Accept, fathers, 
friends, and fellow citizens---accept 
theeffufions of my gratitude, and my 
moft ardent wifhes for your private 
~ pate and your publick happi- 
nefs. 

Returning now to a private fiati- 
on, I fhall feel it my duty, andI 
know it will be my inclination to 
fupport tothe vtmoft of my power 
the good government of my country, 
and if at any future period, any fer- 
vice may be derived from my feeble 
exertions, the call of my country will 
be moft readily and chearfully obeyed. 


May the fupreme ruler of nations 
take this Commonwealth, and the 
Other United States of America, un- 
der his holy prote@ion ; may he ever 
dire& and profper their public coun- 
cils ; may he guard them from every 
danger, and delight to make them a 
hame and a praifein the earth fo long 
aathe fun and meon fhall endure.

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Having declared my refignation of 
the government of this moa- 
wealth, and acknow ' e@bli- 
gations to my fellow citizens, 1 bave 
only to addrefs myfelf to you, refpec- 
table Sir, as Lieutenant verpour; 
aad upon whom the government of- 
this Commonwealth, conflitutionally 
now Jevolves, may your adminiftra- 
tion be eafy to yourfelf, and happy te 
your people ; may the good inffuences 
of it be felt to the remoteft parts of the 
Commonwealth ; and when you fhall 
have ferved your generation faithfule 
ly here, may you be crowned with 
néver ending felicity. Of ‘you, Sir, 
and of the Geatlemen of the'Council, 
I now take my leave; of you alfo, 
refpeftable Sir, as Prefident of the 
Senate, and of the Gentlemen. of the 
Senate, and of you Mr. Speaker, and 
Gentlémen of the houfe of Reprefen- 
tatives, I take my leave———may eves 
ry indulgence of a kind Providence 
attend you, may you be happy here, 
and appear hereafter with charaGers 
of honour.
